Attacking UFO Impossible 

As a rule, if a pursuit plane attempts to 
attack an UFO, it brings no damage to 
it 

The first attempt to destroy an 
unidentified flying object was officially 
registered in October of 1944 in Europe. 
US Air Force pilots encountered several 
ball-like UFOs in the airspace. Pilots 
decided that they saw new secret Nazi 
weapon, which was rumored a lot back in 
those days. Americans opened fire on 
those balls, although no bullet managed 
to cause any damage to them. 

Military pilots saw UFOs many times over 
50 years. Most often, pilots thought that 
those flying objects were trespassers, 
which basically resulted in attacks against 
UFOs. A very rare documentation, which 
proves the reality of attempts to attack 
an unidentified flying object is a tape 
recording of the conversation between 
two pilots, who started battling the 
objects, which trespassed the airspace of 
a US Air Force base in New Jersey. 

Twelve spherical objects appeared in the 
airspace above the army base on 
October 7th, 1965. American military men 
took them for a squadron of spy planes. 
Three pursuit planes took off from the 
airbase to destroy unidentified objects. 
Pilots described those objects as 
balls, whose speed was a lot faster in 
comparison with the speed of their battle 
planes. As pilots said, they opened fire on 
the objects and hit them several times. 
Bright flashes could be seen on hitting 
spots, although weapons did not get to 
harm flying objects at all. The raid was 
finished with a failure: UFOs left safe and 
sound, while flabbergasted pilots had to 
go back to the airbase with nothing. 
Luckily, the tape recording of their 
conversation was preserved at US Air 
Force archives, and was then exposed to 


the public. 

The majority of official documents about attacks 
against unidentified flying objects are kept in 
secret files. That is why, UFOIogists presumably 
obtain the information about such events from 
eyewitnesses, who managed to see those 
battled with their own eyes. An event like that 
happened on June 24th, 1999, when 

passengers of the bus, which was heading to 
Dallas, saw several pursuit planes attacking an 
UFO. Passengers saw a flying object from the 
windows of their bus at 3:15 p.m. The UFO 
looked like a silvery disk, it was flying at a high 
speed in the direction of Dallas Love Field 
airport. Two pursuit planes were flying behind 
the object at a distance of several hundred 
meters. When the UFO’s speed advantage 
became obvious, pilots opened fire. The object 
was hit several times, blasting flashes could be 
clearly seen, although the fire did not bring any 
results: the UFO increased its speed and left the 
fire zone. 

Politicians and high-ranking officials set out their 
concern about the fact that it is not possible to 
harm unidentified flying objects. In 1952 British 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill gave a secret 
order to investigate the UFO phenomenon. 
Churchill’s resolution was then published in the 
Sunday People newspaper. Winston Churchill 
wanted to find out as much as possible about 
flying disks, and why it was impossible to down 
them. That order was basically issued after 
dozens of Royal Air Force pilots saw strange 
objects during their air raids on Germany. 

There is unconfirmed information, which says 
that several encounters between UFOs and 
pilots ended up lamentably for the latter. Three 
pursuit planes of the Japanese air Force were 
heading to the Misava airbase on August 24 of 
1998. All of a sudden, two planes vanished from 
radar screens at 8:58 p.m. The pilot of the third 
plane, transmitted a strange message: ? I can 
see a large ball of red color. Two other planes 
have been downed.! As Japanese newspapers 
wrote afterwards, the ball that pilots saw was 
about three meters in diameter.

Time To Think! 
bv Brian P James 

This is first of what I hope will be an 
occasional series - not so much articles, 
but observations and comments on various 
facets of paranormal-type events. Some of 
these may seem controversial and 
designed to provoke comment - and you’d 
be right! There are many little facets of 
paranormal reports and events that tend to 
be accepted, but when thought about in 
the cold light of day, make me think “This 
does not compute!” (to quote a certain 
robot), and which deserve wider and 
greater thought... 

Vehicle Interference Effects 

The subject of vehicle interference has 
become well-known, mostly in the realm of 
UFO close encounters, although such 
cases are not unknown amongst the lore 
of other paranormal sightings. How do we 
draw definitive lines between alien 
encounters and an ‘old fashioned’ ghost - 
this usually starts in the witnesses mind. 

Cases of vehicle stops during UFO 
encounters are well documented - the 
classic scenario being that during a close 
encounter a vehicle’s lights will dim and 
fail, and the vehicle’s engine will lose 
power and eventually stall. Various 
research works have been published on 
this type of phenomena, with theories as to 
the physics involved in how a vehicle’s 
electrics are so affected. 

However, my observation here isn’t 
on the vehicle stoppages, but the 
‘counter-phenomena’ of vehicle restarts - 
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just how does this happen? The internal 
combustion engine only runs when the fuel/air 
mixture is compressed to the point where it can 
be ignited by either the spark plugs or glow 
plugs (depending on whether the fuel is petrol or 
diesel). In modern cars this combustion cycle 
needs have the engine turning over at more 
than 500rpm (in my driving lifetime the idle 
speed of cars has increased - my current 
Vauxhall Cavalier idles at around 825rpm), and 
if the engine rpm drops below the critical speed 
then the engine stalls. An internal combustion 
engine doesn’t fire into its combustion cycle and 
run, merely by turning on the vehicle’s ignition 
(go out and try this if you wish - you’ll be in for a 
long wait), which is why vehicles have starter 
motors, to spin the engine up to the speed 
whereby combustion can commence, and 
thereby keep the engine turning over at 
sufficient speed to maintain the combustion 
cycle. 

So, returning to the ‘vehicle restart’. If, by 
whatever means during a UFO encounter, a 
vehicle’s electrics fail to the point whereby the 
engine stalls - how does the engine restart 
when the flow of electricity is returned to 
normal? The engine will be at rest, and even if 
the ignition circuit becomes live again, how does 
the engine get spun up to the speed where the 
combustion cycle re-starts? Don’t forget that the 
ignition and starter circuit of all modern cars are 
designed to prevent the driver from re-engaging 
the starter circuit while the engine is running 
(and thereby damage the starter motor rings), 
usually by a simple mechanical locking 
sequence in the ignition switch, forcing the 
driver to turn off the ignition before turning it 
back on again and then through to the start 
position (some even force the driver to remove 
the key and start the sequence again - mine 
does!) If a UFO, or other phenomena, has 
managed to exert some sort of electrical 
suppression field, how does the removal of this 
field then enable the electro/mechanical ignition 
switch to go through its starting sequence?

Encounter Paralysis 

The Alien Abduction/Encounter ‘paralysis’ is 
perhaps one of the most commonly-known 
facets of abduction lore, and indeed it goes 


back much further into the realms of 
encounters with all manner of other 
beings - the ‘Little People’, Incubus/ 
Succubus attacks etc. 

The effect of paralysis is commonly 
reported whereby the experiencer is 
unable to move a muscle, but is 
apparently wide-awake. Of course there 
is the accepted phenomena of waking 
paralysis that is recognised by the 
medical profession - does this perhaps 
explain all such paralysis events - 
personally I do not believe so. 

However, there is one facet of the 
paralysis syndrome that does intrigue, 
and even worry me - and I speak as a 
researcher who is an experiencer. I don’t 
think there is too much doubt that such 
paralysis is caused by an effect in the 
body’s nervous system (which in common 
with the thoughts on vehicle interference 
may be caused by electrical fields). I 
accept that paralysis can occur by such 
means, but why do experiencer’s 
invariably have full recall of what they can 
see? Logically, since the optic nerve is 
one part of the same nervous system that 
is apparently inoperable throughout the 
rest of the body, the experiencer’s sight 
should also be paralysed - to the point of 
blindness?

The ball produced plasma flashes, which downed two 
Japanese pursuit planes. 

When those planes disappeared from radar screens, 
the pilot of the third plane managed to avoid a collision 
with a strange object, and that maneuver saved his life. 
Thirteen patrol ships were sent to search for planes- 
fragments in the sea. They found only a small piece of 
a horizontal stabilizer of one of the planes. There were 
no doubts that pilots were killed. 

Another accident like that happened on October 9th, 
1998 at 8:02 p.m. A pursuit plane with an experienced 
crew of two pilots encountered a red ball not far from 
the Misava base. As soon as pilots prepared to attack 
the object, the radio contact with the plane was lost. A 
rescue team managed to find a part of the wing and 
some documents on the water surface. The pilots of the 
plane are still considered to be missing.

CHASE: Chris Martin points to the place he says he saw a 
UFO 

AN ALIEN hunter says he has caught a UFO on 
camera with a police helicopter chasing it. Chris 
Martin, 42, was telephoned at home by his sister, 
Patricia Roberts, who was watching events unfold 
from her back garden at around 9.30 p.m. He 
rushed to Prince of Wales Road, Blackheath, near 
Mrs. Robert's Lochaber Road home, where he says 
he saw a flying object being tracked by the chopper 
nearby. Mr. Martin, of Patrick Connolly Gardens, 
Bromley-By-Bow, says he filmed the helicopter 
focusing its searchlight on a light-emitting flying 
object. The father-of-one told News Shopper: "I 
can't say what it was, but it should not have been 
there, and was definitely a UFO. "The police 
helicopter seemed to be chasing it and shining its 
searchlight onto it. I believe they were sent out to 
intercept the craft." 

Martian-mad Mr. Martin gave up his job as a 
session guitarist to study UFO sightings and 
suspected alien visits full-time in 1997. The 
extraterrestrial enthusiast, who had a book on the 
subject published in 2000, says the aliens do not 
come here just to see the sights. He said: "I believe 
in life on other planets and I believe they visit us 
regularly in their alien craft. "They come to collect 
information and gather genetic material by 
abducting humans and animals." Mr. Martin added: 
"The aliens are using their advanced technology to 
create hybrid species." But police have denied any 
knowledge of UFOs in the area and have told News 
Shopper the helicopter was tracking a less unusual 
target on April 8. A spokesman for Greenwich 
police said: "A police helicopter was in the air, in 
that area and at that time, because of a traffic 


collision. "A person was seen running 
away from one of the cars involved 
and a helicopter was sent up to help in 
the search for the man who was never 
traced. "We were not responding to 
any reports of UFOs in the Blackheath 
area."

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Dear Steve, 

My response on first seeing some of Anthony 
Woods’ footage during Santiago’s lecture at 
Laughlin last year is well documented - as 
were my concerns at the seeming lack of UK 
involvement in its investigation. 

We later learned that Anthony had chosen to 
deal directly with Santiago Yturria Garza to the 
exclusion of others - including ourselves. 
Anthony subsequently chose to end that 
association for reasons he has publicly stated. 
These were decisions solely taken by Anthony. 

His invitation for us to disseminate the footage 
came only after long discussions had been held 
in a nearby Bedhampton hotel. Russel 
Callaghan and myself were present at that 
meeting, as was Anthony and a family member. 

It was several weeks later before Anthony rang 
to say that he was happy to work with us. We 
agreed to abide to a number of pre-conditions 
laid down by Anthony designed to protect him 
and his family from inquisitive and possibly 
over-zealous media attention. 

We cannot be held responsible for what has 
gone on before. 

If Anthony should at any time wish to talk or 
correspond or meet with individuals and/or 
organisations who approach him, then he is 
perfectly free to do so. But such approaches he 
insists should be through UFO Magazine. We 
will automatically forward them on to Anthony. 

He is demanding of privacy for his home and 
family and I intend to honour that. 

Anthony’s decision not to liase with SUFOG 
and/or other UFO groups is his and his alone. 
His reasons for doing so are private and 
personal. Frustrating though this may be, most 
in the UFO community recognise that the 
express wishes of the witness must be adhered 
to. 

I am first and foremost a UFO researcher and 
have conducted countless investigations over 
the years, some of which have and continue to 
appear in UFO Magazine. The knowledge and 
experience I have acquired since 1967 is 
something I apply as a matter of daily routine, 
whether that be in the office or in the field, 
whether overseas or here in the UK. 

Hence, objectivity - as opposed to 
subjectivity - remains uppermost in my mind. By 
necessity, our analysis (and that of others) of 
Anthony’s raw and extensive original footage 


must be concise and exhaustive. I have 
asked countless searching questions of 
Anthony to augment that study, and 
more are in the pipeline. Some of the 
anomalous objects that Anthony has 
filmed are quite extraordinary, but we will 
be doing our level best to arrive at a 
conventional explanation for each by 
seeking the views of others, including 
military and civilian aviation experts. If 
that should entail our travelling abroad, 
then we shall not hesitate to do so. 

This investigation has already run up 
costs amounting to several thousands of 
pounds and will inevitably be added to in 
the coming months. Sadly, such costs 
tend to be forgotten amidst the rhetoric 
of accusations (by some) that our 
involvement is purely one of financial 
gain. 

Nothing could be further from the truth. 
For example, the recent Rendlesham 
Forest documentary had a production 
budget of £125,000. I liased with the 
producers (Mentorn) for 3 months, sent 
them materials in the post, lost a days 
work to filming at Sheffield University, 
drove there and back on my own accord, 
and sought not so much as a penny for 
my efforts. 

Assuming we recoup our costs and 
make a profitable return on any DVD/ 
Video Cassette of Anthony’s footage, it 
will be invested (as is the norm) in future 
UFO research. 

This is but one of many ongoing 
projects in which we are currently 
involved, the ultimate benefactors of 
whom will be the international UFO 
community and public at large. 

I ask that people respect Anthony’s 
request for privacy for both himself and 
his family. Much may have happened in 
the past but from the moment we became 
involved, it was time to look forward. And 
people can rest assured that there is a lot 
to look forward to.

Britain's first reported case of a Mutilated

UFO abduction possible in UFO case

THE oddest case dealt with so far by the new 
head of the RSPCA's team of animal welfare 
officers in south west London was a butchered 
cow in Osterley Park. 

Until his promotion, Mark Buggie, 35, was an 
RSPCA inspector and worked for eight years in 
Woolwich and five years in Brixton. 

Before joining the RSPCA, he was in the army 
and worked as a search dog handler. He and 
his dog were mainly on Royal duties, hunting 
out explosives and drugs. 

Mr Buggie, who lives in Upper Norwood, said: 
When I left the army it seemed a natural 
progression to join the RSPCA as it is the 
leading organisation, working with animals 
which had a career structure." 

Mark is married to Jade who works at the 
RSPCA's call centre. The couple have a seven- 
year-old daughter Emily and a four-year-old son 
Alexander. 

In his new role Mark will be in charge of seven 
inspectors and ten ambulance drivers. 

He said: I am delighted with my new role and I 
am really looking forward to the challenges that 
lie ahead. We have an excellent team and I 
hope to continue and build on the high standard 
of service we provide to animals and residents." 

Mr Buggie revealed that the team is currently 
very busy. He said: It goes in fits and starts but 
currently we are busy dealing with a spate of 
complaints about dogs left on balconies. 

Genuine cruelty cases are few and far 


between. We dealt with one last week 
where a man kicked a dog to death, but 
most cases are due to ignorance rather 
than cruelty. A lot of it is ignorance. 
People do not take their animals to the 
vet to get them treated and we also deal a 
lot with of care in the community people." 

One of the oddest cases Mr Buggie has 
had to deal with was a cow butchered in 
Osterley Park. 

He said: It was absolutely bizarre. The 
cow had been butchered and all the meat 
taken, but whoever did it would have to 
have caught the cow, because it was not 
hand tamed, and then walk for at least 
two miles with the meat. It was just 
bizarre and looked as though the cow had 
been sucked up by UFOs, the meat 
stripped off and the carcass dropped 
down again." 


UFO's over Hampshire in 1999... 


Dear Sir // Madam 

I saw your people on a documentary on 
Sky and would just like to share a UFO 
experience with you from 1999. 

I have long been interested in UFO's 
and paranormal phenomenon and have 
spent many summers camped with sky 
watchers and crop circle enthusiast at 
Knapp Hill in Alton Barnes I'm sure this is 
a location that you are familiar with as 
well as the Barge Inn and its room 
devoted to Crop Circles. 

The experience in question occurred in 
Langley out on some heath land of the 
New Forest. A friend and I had gone out 
to an open area to do a part sky watch 
and look at the stars. As we were walking 
to our regular spot I looked in the sky 
towards the North East. I saw a red light 
approach us it started off in the distance 
as if coming over Southampton Water. At 
first I thought it to be a plane so turned 
back and carried on walking. I looked 
back again a few seconds later and saw it 
was much lower than a plane should be

even if it had taken off from Eastleigh. I then 
saw that it had not just one red light but 
three and they formed the shape of a 
triangle. I was a little more interested now 
and stopped with my friend and watched as 
this craft flew directly over top of us. I could 
see no more detail other than the three red 
lights, the bottom was just black against the 
night sky. 

I'm not sure how high it was maybe 500- 
1000 feet but as it approached and went 
over head it was completely silent. We both 
watched as it flew over the heath land and 
out over where Exbury and Leap would be. 
As we looked out toward the Isle Of White 
we noticed a single red light that was 
shooting from one end of the island to the 
other. The land we were on was slightly 
elevated and gave a good view of most of 
the island in the distance. 

The light would shoot over to one side in 
a red streak the stop dead and hover for 
about then seconds then shoot back. We 
continued to watch as the light that had 
passed over us went out over the Solent 
and met up with the other red light. They 
both then seemed to become one, it was 
hard to tell exactly as they were now some 
7-8 miles away. 

They hovered in one spot over the island 
for about thirty seconds then shot up into 
the sky and vanished.

My Name is Mark Green you won’t know me 
personally so I thought I’d write this article to 
introduce myself. I recently joined SUFOG 
and hopefully I will get to meet most of you, 
long standing members in the future. I’ll keep 
this brief but hopefully fellow SUFOG 
members will find this to be of some interest. 

I’m 34 years old and have lived in Sussex 
all my life. My hobbies are all things from the 
1950’s, music, cars, fashion etc and I’ve 
always been fascinated by anything 
unexplained and have a desperate thirst for 
knowledge. I’m level headed, down to earth 
and very sceptical. So why did I join SUFOG? 

Well, I’ll tell you. I found out about UFOIogy 
by accident. I’ve always since I was a kid 
watched documentaries and read books on 
UFO’s but a couple of years ago, I found a 
book in the local shop called “You Can’t Tell 
The People” by Georgina Bruni. Now I already 
knew about Roswell and all the other major 
reports and incidents, but this was news to 
me, a major UFO incident in England! I need 
to know more. I read the book from cover to 
cover in 48 hours! I read all day and most of 
the night and not sleeping until 4 a.m. ! I was 
riveted ! Shortly after reading the book, I was 
in my newsagents buying a lottery ticket, 
when I saw the front cover of a magazine with 
the headline “Rendlesham”.

I believe it was the same night, but 
can’t prove it. The man say’s he reported it at 
the time to Timothy Good, who informed him 
that others had already reported it.

Incident 3 : Lastly I sighted a bright object 
travelling North/South over Littlehampton in 
March 2003. It was silent, but had a 
revolving red light in the centre. I watched it 
pass over my house, but by the time I got to 
the back, it was gone. 

Incident 4 : I also observed a silver sphere 
in the sky about two tears ago in broad day¬ 
light whilst travelling from Littlehampton to 
Bognor-Regis on the A259. 

It’s up to you now to make of this what you 
will. I’m still not convinced that were being 
visited by Aliens, but something wierd’s 
going on ! I can’t explain any of it, but have 
an open mind and now constantly watch out 
for arial phenomena.

Thursday 5th June I was halfway 
through one of my regular "weight 
busting" and "sugar level" walk and 
crossing the huge sports field off Spitfire 
way.
